As to applicants' remarks filed on November 23, 2009, it should be noted that "[t]he use of patents as references is not limited to 
what the patentees describe as their own inventions or to the problems with which they are concerned. They are part of the literature of the 
art, relevant for all they contain."

The Armand reference states that the RF and R'F groups in its ionically conductive material represented by Formula I (as 
presented in its claim 1) "are identical or different, each represents perhalogentated, preferably a perfluorinated group, having 1 to 12 
carbons" (see Armand, 1:7-15, 1 :39-43, claim 1 ). One of ordinary skill in the art would readily appreciate that the perhalogenated RF and 
R'F of the ionically conductive material contains at least one fluorine atom, as represented by Formula I, while the remaining positions on 
the alkyl chain are halogens but do not have to be fluorine. (Further, it is the position of the examiner that this does not constitute as 
"picking and choosing" because the groups for RF and R'F are relatively small.) Thus, applicants arguments submitted unpersuasive. 
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
